lieved by most of his followers to de near 
death, sent the foregoing cable yes- 
terday to THs TRIBUNB. 

Its assertion, as might be expected was 
verified by Deputy General Overseer Voliva 
and v. V. Barnes, notwithstanding every one 
of Dr. Dowie's followers recognises the fact 
that his business policies have been sub- 
jected to a general upheaval and reversal 
by the energetic young man who is his rep- 
resentative. 

At the same time there was an $ificial 
denial by Gladstone Dowie, son of the first 
apostié, that there was any truth in the 
story that Mrs. Jane Dowie, his mother, and 
his father had disagreed and were separated. . 


Says Parents Are in Accord. 
“My mother and my father are in per- 
fect harmony of spirit,” said Gladstone 
Dowie last night. There has been no sep- 
sration except that of the thousands of miles 
between Zion City and Jamaica. There will 
be no separation. There is no truth owhat- 
ever in the sensational stories of a disegree- 
ment between my father and my other. 
“Why is it then,” Gladstone Dos

“My mother,” said the young man, 
came seriously ill last November in 13 
from malarial fever.

Mrs. Dowie declined to be interviewed, but 
sent word that the story that she had sep- 
arated from her husband because gf any 
disagreement with him was utterly false. 


Voliva and Barnes Talk. 

Deputy Overseer Vollva and Mr. Barnes 
said, in referring to the cable message sent 
from Jamaica by Dr. Dowie, that it was 
simply in aceord with the general understand- 
ing in Zion City. That was all they: would 
say concerning it. 

As to the story that Mrs. Dowie has sepa- 
rated from her husband,” Overseer Voliva 
continued, I don’t care to discuss it further 
than to say itis a lie. I have seen letters from 
Dr. Dowie to Mrs. Dowie and they were as 
kind and affectionate as they could be.” 

From other sources in Zion City last night 
it was stated that the only possible founda- 
tion for any reported disagreement between 
Dr. Dowie and his wife was that Mrs. Dowie 
was in hearty accord with the aggressive, 
economical policy of Overseer Voliva, and 
that his policy might not be in entire accord 
with the first apostle’s views, although he

Fatal “to Stop and Pat Yourself 
on Back,“ He Tells Ohioans. 


DON’T LET HAMMERS REST. 


All Right to Smash Machines, but Keep 
On. Pounding, His Advice. 


Cincinnati, O., March 18.~Overthrowing 
bosses and smashing political machines is all 
right if the victors do not stop to pat them- 
selves on the back. That is fatal. The thing 
to do, according to Secretary Taft, is to pound 
down the bosses, then keep on pounding eo 
that they can't get up again. 

Secretary Taft gave this advice, which 
bears on the downfall of Bos Cox, to the 
new Roosevelt Republlean elub of this city, 
in which with President Roosevelt he now 
holds honorary membership. The advice was 
given in a letter of acceptance of member- 
ship for himself and the president. 

Incidentally Secretary Taft told the elub 
that practical politics is the only politics. 


Can’t Always Stir Up Voters. 

This ts his letter: 

“This (the defeat of George B. Cox] isa 
great step towards good municipal govern- 
ment, but its benefit may be largely lost if 
the people pat themselves on the back with 
the pleasant idea that the machine is broken 
up and that the future will take care of itself. 
The truth is that the victory will be worse 
than fruitless unless some means are devised 
to make its effects permanent. 

“It is idle to hope that the people may be 
aroused at every political contest to defeat 
the machine slates, unless there are counter 
organizations made up of young men 
by the patriotic desire to select only good 
candidates.“ 

He advised against the club becoming a 
“better than thou association, which he 
Says would defeat its own object by its ex- 
clusiveness and lack of practical sense. 
Continuing, Secretary Taft says: 

The assistance of men of honesty and 
character who were associated more or less 
with the machine when it seemed all power- 
ful, but really rejoice now at what seems its 
downfall, ought not to be rejected if you find 
it offered in good faith. 


Must Play Practical Politics. 

The members of such a club as the Roose- 
velt club, though an orthodox republican 
organization, may well decline to support 
the candidates of its own party if such can- 
didates are plainly lacking in the qualifica- 
tions according to the standard which they 
properly may set for the selection of public 
officers. Still, it is well to use a wise discre- 
tion in bolting.

tenanee, and furtherance of high ideas of 
American citizenship.”

He held his hand behind Tis back, and she 
was waiting for some little present, when he 
suddenly raiseu @ glass of carbolic acid to 
his lips. She struggled to prevent the suicide, 
but, although the glass was spilied, enough 
of the acid was taken to cause the death of 
Thomas at the Emergency hospital less than 
an hour later. :

Says Dalrymple Was Not . 
for Advice on Wisdom of 
Ownership. 


Light Was Sought on Way to In- 
stall City System; Court 
Kills Objections. 


Mayor Dunne gave out an answer to the 
Dalrymple report yesterday. He spent the 
entire morning at home carefully 
it. It was a thoroughly thought out: docu- 
ment. 

The gist of the mayor's answer is that eae 
Dairymple was invited to come from Scot 
land to eee 
for this city to follow in going inte the street 
car business. He was not asked as to tne 
policy of municipal ownership in or 
any other place in America, but simply how 
to go about it when the municipality had 
decided: that it wanted to. 

As to the question as to whether it would 
be good policy for the city to operate street 
car lines, the mayor holds Mr. Dalrymple is 
entitled to his opinion, but itis no better than 
that of anybody else. 


Text of Mayor’s Reply. 

The answer reads: : 

“Now that Mr. Dalrymple has himself 
given to the public his letter to me, which he 
himself has acknowled to be my private 
property, I can without risk of censure crit- 
icise the letter of my guest, whose expenses, 
during the whole of his trip to America, were 
paid out of my own private funds. If I had 
given this letter to the public and then ut- 
tered any criticism thereon I might have been 
charged with a breach of the courtesy that I 
owed to my guest. 

“It gives me much pleasure that I was 
able to give Mr. Dalrymple a most delight- 
ful and instructive trip, and I am pleased 
to know that he enjoyed himself among our 
people immensely and that his visit to this 
country will de of great value to me [him] 
as a public official in the service of the city 
of Glasgow.’ 


Value of Scot’s Report. 


“Mr. Dalrymple’s letter is interesting and 
in some respects a valuable contribution in 
so far as it relates to the details of manage- 
ment of a municipal company. When dis- 
cussing questions which fall within the line 
of his skill and experience as a traction em- 
ployé and manager he is instructive and in- 
telligent. When he travels outside of that 
line and deals with questions of public policy 
as applied to American municipalities, Mr. 
Dalrymple's views are simply of the same 
value as those of any other stranger who 
spends a few days in this country. 

“The citizens of Chicago, or of any other 
American city, are much better able to decide 
upon questions of public policy as applied to 
their conditions and requirements than any 
visitor from abroad. 

“TI invited Mr. Dalrymple to advise with 
me in reference to the installation and oper- 
ation of a municipal railroad not * 2 he 
was a student of political science, but be- 
cause he was a practical manager of a mu- 
nicipal railway plant who could give me ad- 
vice as to its Installation and operation. 


Citizens Decided Policy. 


„If the citizens of Chicago had not already 
passed upon the question of the advisability 
of municipalizing the street railways of this 
city, and if I were looking for advice upon 
that policy, I might have invited the lord 
provost of Glasgow or some alderman of 
that city to visit Chicago. Rut the citizens 
of Chicago had already disposed of that 
question by an overwhelming vote and 1 


‘simply desired advice from a railway man- 


ager of a municipal plant as to how to install 
and operate such a plant under public man- 
ment. 
„At that time 1 did not know the name of 
the manager of the Glasgow system. but I 
did know from report that the system there 
was successfully operated, and I, therefore, 
asked the lord provost to permit their man- 
ager to come to this city to advise me. 
“Mr. Dalrymple has given some valuable 
information as to the operation of the plant 
in Glasgow, for which I desire to express my 
thanks. His unsolicited advice upon ques- 
tions of public policy as applied to the city 
of Chicago and American cities is entitied to 
consideration, but only such consideration 
as would de accorded the advice of any gen- 
tleman from abroad who spends a few days 
in America. 
“The city of Chicago and hundreds of 
‘other American cities had long before the 
coming of Mr. Dalrymple decided upon and 
disposed of the question of the municipaliza- 
tion of their water works and electric light 
plants. Before his coming the city of Chi- 
cago had decided to municipalize its street 
car system. 


Influenced by Traction Men. 


“I was seeking light as to the method of 
the installation and operation of that :nu- 
nicipal system. In my opinion the citizens 
of this city are just as honest. as intelligent, 
and as capable of managing their public tili- 
ties as the citizens of Glasgow or any other 
European or Australian city. Mr. Dalrym- 
ple, when here, spent a great deal of time in 
company with Mr. Mitten and other traction 
officials, and I have no doubt that they .rag 
nified the importance of their alleged fran- 
chises to him and that they exaggerated 
the difficulties in the way of disposing of 
these franchises. 

Mr. Dairymple, in his letter, seems to give 
great weight to the ‘ unsatisfactory state of 
the various franchises that have been given 


to the street railway companies.’ 


He states: ‘If these long franchises are 
upheld it would be difficult—l would almost 
say it would be impossible—for your city to 
purchase them.’ 


Court Wiped Out Obstacles. 


“The Supreme court of the United States 
has just disposed of all these difficulties— 
if difficulties they were—so that the main 
objection to immediate municipalization 
found by Mr. Dalrymple has been removed 
by the decision of the Supreme court ren- 
dered on the day that his letter was pub- 
lished. 

We will all agree, however, with Mr. 
Dalrymple when he declares as he does 
in his letter: ‘Now, presuming that the 
Present companies are unwilling to meet 
you on anything like reasonable terms, what 
is the only course open for you? I Should 
say, undoubtedly, to start your municipal 
23 on each line as the franchises ex- 
p re.’ **

Arrangements for the congressional and 
senatorial conventions were referred to com- 
mittees with instructions to report places and 
hours within ten days: The dates for the 
conventions are set by the primary law. 

To avoid any complications which might 
result from an unfavorable decision by the 
State Supreme court on the new primary law, 
it now being in court, the committee decided 
to issue calls under both the old and the new 
laws. Inasmuch as the decision will not come 
until the April term of court, this precaution 
Was necessary.

DOGIALISTS INA FRENZY. 


ARREST OF MOYER AND HAYWOOD 
DENOUNCED. 


Sixteen Hundred Men Gather in New 
York Hall and Listen to Incendiary 


Speeches by Mother Jone:.—She EX 
coriates Everybody from Roosevelt 


Down to Hearst’”—Latter Called 
*Traitor’’—Money Being Raised to 
Defend Men Implicated in Murder. 


New York, March 13.—[({Special.}]—The so- 
clalists of New York, 1,600 of them, gathered 
tonight in the Grand Central palace in a 
meeting to protest against the arrest of Pres- 
ident Moyer and Secretary Haywood of the 
Western Federation of Miners for complicity 
in the assassination of ex-Gov. Steunenberg 
of Idaho. The socialists have started a 
movement all over the country for the sup- 
port of these men and are raising funds for 
their defense. 

The meeting tonight was enthusiastic and 
incendiary. Mother Jones tore loose hd 
talked to Mr. Policeman" as she seldom 
has talked before, and nearly every one in 
public life, from President Roosevelt to Ed- 
itor Hearst, got his. Mr. Hearst in particu- 
lar received attention and pee cat - 
calls. 

Hearst's turn came when nn Field - 
man, in starting the collection going for 
funds, mentioned that the “ bloodhounds of 
the capitalistic press had fafled to give due 
notice of the meeting. 

“Even that paper which proclaims in 
large type that it is the friend of the labor- 
ing class failed to do anything. You know 
the paper I mean-—the one owned by Cap- 
italist Hearst.” 


“Traitor,” Yells a Voice. 


“Traitor!” yelled a loud voice from the 
audience. | 

„He's worse than a traitor,"’ shouted Fieid- 
man. “A traitor has to be a friend first tn 
order to betray. He never was.” 

He's a stool pigeon,” continued the voice. 

He's worse,“ said the speaker. He's a 
capitalist. He's one of the enemies of our 
class. He's the leader in this conspiracy of 
silence.” 

There were hisses and catcalls for riearst 
until Mother Jones rose and started the 
cheering. Mother Jones stood in the position 
of a catcher waiting for the ball while she 
told again the story of Homestead and of the 
other fights of labor. 

They talk of hanging Moyer and Hay- 
wood.“ she cried. “ Why don’t they hang 
the gang of commercial robbers that in one 
night murdered six miners that never vio- 
lated the law? When in 1900 they shot Pur- 
cel in Shenandoah, why didn’t they talk of 
hanging then? Why don't they talk of nang- 
ing common commercial robbers who are 
killing the children in the factories of the 
south? When Sheriff Martin murdered 100 
miners, did they talk of hanging? 


Advice to the Bloodhounds. 


„Who was this fellow Steunenberg? Why, 
up to a few years ago I did not know there 
was such a feller as Steunenberg on earth. 
But I do know that sixty miners have been 
blown to pieces in Pennsylvania mines this 
year. Going to hang somebody out there? 
O, you bloodhounds of the capitalistic press, 
put that down.“ 

She kept her audience laughing and yelling 
while she told of the Colorado strike from 
her own point of view, dwelling with pride 
on the time it took six soldiers to get her over 
the state line. 

What do you think of the gang of cowards 
that they are? You can overthrow the whole 
thing with the ballot box if yor want to— 
but you won't do it. O, you bet your life, I 
know you. But if you are afraid I'll be with 
you. .And you'll see old Roosevelt, that sent 
2,000 guns out to shoot us, take his union 
card out of his pocket, scratch his head, and 
go to work.“ 

Heavy Guard. for Mine Chiefs. 

Caldwell, Idaho, March 18.—Under a heavy 
guard, Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone, who 
have been indicted for the murder of former 
Gov. Steunenberg, were removed today from 
the state prison in Boise to the Cafion 
county jail in this city against the protests 
of Gov. Gooding. To forestall any efforts at 
rescue,which he believed might be attempted, 
Sheriff Nicholas has sworn in dozens of 
deputy sheriffs, who will patrol the jail nicht 
and day while the federation officials are de- 
tained here. If this protection is not suf- 
ficient Gov. Gooding will call out the militia.

owimg to the failure of his transport service.

HE MAKES TOUR, ACCOMPANIED

Surprised at Extent ot the Network 
ef Tunnels Under Downtown Streets

Vor Dunne and a party of city officials 
were whirled through the tunnels under Chi- 
cago’s downtown streets yesterday after- 
noon at a rate that almost took their breath 
away and left them impressed with the vast- 
ness of the network of subways that has 
been increasing until now there are forty- 
five miles of underground railroad. 

With the mayor were Chief of Police Col- 
Uns, Superintendent of Streets M. J. Doherty, 
City Electrician Wiliam Carroll, and City 
Engineer Shaw. George W. Jackson, chief 
engineer of the Illinois Tunnel company, 
conducted the party. Chief Collins had some 
idea of policing the system when he went 
down, but he decided that the tunnels were 
to allow his patrolmen 
to pass and he could not find a fertile field 
for clews. 

Entering through the main office of the 
company at 177 Monree street, the party 
stepped inte a Uft and took seats in a 
car fashioned after the marner of European 
ra lroad coaches. It was the first time the 
mayor had been through the tunnels, and 
he was alert with curiosity. The lift 
dropped forty-two feet and the car in which 
the visitors were seated, much to their sur- 
prise, was coupled to an electric locomotive, 
looking something like an automobile, and 
operated after the manner of the miniature 
railways in the pleasure parks. 


Heads Almost Touch Trolley Wire. 

The car held ten men. Sitting upright their 
heads almost touched the trolley wire which 
gave the power to the motor. To the clang- 
ing of bells and the signals of switchmen 
down ‘the tracks, the train started. Unlike 
Yerkes’ tuppenny tubes in London, the 
passengers could see the full vista of the 
tunnel. The wind whistled around their 
ears. The lights of the street corners flashed 
by. Whisking past switches they saw train 


for the municipal car to pass. 

Down Monroe street to Fifth avenue, north 
to Washington street, east to Dearborn 
street, north in Dearborn street to Randolph, 
east to State streét,.and south on State to 
Washington the car ran before the first stop 
was made to view the work being done at 
the Marshall Field & Co. building excava- 
tion. The mayor and his party stepped out 
and found themselves under the basement 
of the new building. The switch was filled 
with freight cars carrying away dirt and 
other material, four cubic yarde to a car.

The next stretch was north on State to 
Randolph, east on Randolph to Wabash 
avenue, and south to Mandel Brothers’ store 
at Madison street and Wabash avenue. 

This is a finished connection. Under the 
bagement the boilers are placed and the 
tunnel switch brings in coal and takes away 
the ashes. Freight platforms also are 
erected. The car next ran west in Madison 
street to Dearborn, south in Dearborn to 
Monroe, where the entrances to the First 
National Bank building and the Majestic 
theater were inapected. Then south to Jack- 
son boulevard, and west on Jackson to the 
federal building. 

Mayor Dunne asked many questions rela- 
tive to the permits under which the. connec- 
tions were made, the extent ot the improve- 
ments, and what was needed to give full op 
eration. Several disputes were begun be- 
tween Mr. Jackson and Mr. Samuels over 
what was ready and what was not. 


Mail Chutes Ready for Operation.

ernor That “‘Chicago Characters” Are 
Defying the State 1 Laws. 


A. F. Knotts, the former mayor of Ham- 
mond, Ind., called on Gov. Hanly at Indian- 
apolis yesterday, but he refused to say 
whether or not he discussed the gambling 
situation at Hammond. The govertior also 
refused to discuss the matter. Citizens of 
Hammond sent the governor the following 
letter: 

“We submit to you a few names of persons 
interested in the extensive gambling pool- 
room stockade now in operation in Lake 
county, Ind. The Ust comprises some@ot the 
most notorious gamblers ih Chicago: Tom 
Maginnis, a State street saloonkeeper; L. A. 
Maginnis, brother of Tom Maginnis; C. O. 
Smith, alias Social Smith, gambler; Harry 
Perry (Handsome Harry), Ben Hyman, Har- 
ry Hoffman, Ed Wagner, John Ryan, Bud 
White, manager of the stockade; L. MeWhor- 
ter, saloonkeeper and gambling promoter; 
John Burns, saloonkeeper and — book 
maker. 

“In addition to the above there 3 em- 
ployed on the floor of the stockade at least 
twenty men, among whom are ex-convicts. 
prize fighters, confidence men, and well 
known Chicago thugs. These are termed 
‘floor men,’ and they are supposed to boost 
for the house. An establishment on the 
drainage canal in IMinois was bullt a year ago 
by these same people, but they were com- 

pelled to close by Gov. Deneen and ‘State's 
Attorney Healy. We want to acquaint you 
with the facts concerning the place they are 
so bold in operating in Indiana today. 

‘‘ Bookmaking and gambling at racetracks 
in Indiana have been suppressed, and it will 
cause people to look with wondering eyes at 
this stupendous stockade if it is permitted to 
operate, and at the same time the ‘lid"is kept 
down all over the state of Indiana. The best 
citizens of Hammond and of Lake county de- 
sire the suppression of this institution.“ 

The list of men alleged to be interested in 
this gambling enterprise, as furnished to Gov, 
Hanly, also includes the names of Ald. 
Coughlin and Kenna.

FIGHT ON SHORE RESORTS. 


NORTH PARK COMMISSIONERS ARE 
ASKED TO GIVE THEIR AID. 


Residents Circulate Petition to Have 
Strip Along the Lake from Devon 
Avenue to City Limits Condemned 
Under Eminent Domain fer Publie 
Use in Order to Prevent Establish- 
ment of Amusement Enterprises in 
That Vicinity. | 

The résolution protesting against the es- 
tablishing of amusement resorta on the north 
shore, which was adopted Monday night at 
a massmeeting of residents of Rogers Park, 
was followed up yesterday by the circula- 
tion of a petition asking that the entire strip 
of lake shore in Rogers Park be made into 
a park district. 

The Rogers Park Improvement association 
will present the petition to the north park 
commissioners. 

The protest is due to the fact that August 
Jost, proprietor of a saloon at 700 West North 
avenue, has leased five acres of ground at 
the foot. of Pratt avenue and has secured 
a permit to erect a pavilion and boathouse. 
His cards announce: : 

Fried fish will be on sale at all the times 

of the day, and bathing suite will be to rent 

for gents and ladies a specialty.”’ 


Want Shore Strip Condemned. 

The residents of Rogers Park want the 
park commissioners to condemn a strip 
along the lake shore, from Devon avenue to 
the city limits, wide enough to allow mounted 
policemen to patrol it, but not wide enough to 
tax the district too heavily. Such action 
would require a bond issue from which the 
most that can be realized is $27,000, or 3 
per cent of the $900,000 taxable property in 
the district, the largest levy which may be 
made. 

M. H. Cazier, president of the Rogers Park 
Improvement association, is one of the spon 
sore of the park district plan. He declares 
that it will keep the north lake shore free 
from objectionable amusement resorts of all 
kinds if carried into effect. 


Sees Menace to the Community. 

“The threatened establishment of such 
places as Jost proposes to operate at Rogers 
Fark,“ he said, is a menace to the property 
interests and to everything which hereto- 
fore has made Rogers Park a desirable resi- 
Gence district. Throngs of undesirable per- 
sons would visit the resorts every Sunday 
afternoon, and the lake shore as a place of 
recreation would be lost to the respectable 
residents in the vicinity.’’ 

F. E. Lucas raised legal objeetions to the 
park plan, saying that the law allows the 
condemning of property only for boulevards 


and park purposes and that the strip on the 


shore obviously could not be for either. 

Jost maintains that he is within the bounds 
of the law and says he will open his fish em- 
portum regardless of obstacles. He has se- 
cured his building permit, and as long as he 
adheres to the prospectus which he has cir- 
culated through Rogers Park he will not re- 
quire a license. 

Wiliam M. Devine, from whom Jost has 
beased the ground, says Jost is entirely within 
the law and nothin can be done to prevent the 
opening of the resort. 


“CASH BUYERS” REPORT READY. 


Findings of Expert Accountants Said to 
Be Favorable Stockholders in 
the Co-operative Concern. 


The report of Stuart & Young, the expert 
accountants who have examined the books 
of the Cash Buyers’ Union, is completed and 
will be presented to Judge Bethea and Post- 
Office Inspector Stuart today. It is said there 
is nothing in the report upon which to base 
criminal action. The report has been sup- 
pressed from publication by order of Judge 
Bethea.

Joker Robs Secretary of Power. 

This new amendment, whose addition to 
the bill in thie peculiar manner is well worthy 
of the fraudulent manufacturers and adul- 
terators, is a peculiar thing. It starts out 
to give the secretary of agriculture authority 
to appoint a consulting board, but it cleverly 
confers upon that board the Absolute au- 
thority to determine the question and over- 
ride the authority of the secretary of agri- 
culture, who was its appointing power. It 
would be exactly as if congress should au- 
thorize the president to appoint the Panama 
canal commission and give that commission 
authority to pass upon all questions without 
regard to the president himself, and without, 
in effect, giving him any power of removal. 

No one understood this until the amend- 
ment was read over carefully last night, 
when it was suddenly discovered that if it 
should be adopted the secretary of agricult- 
ure would be expected to create a board 
of expert subordinates who were to have ab- 
solute power to decide every question sub- 
mitted to them without regard to the secre- 
tary of agriculture, president, courts, or 
anybody else. 

Im the form in which this joker amend- 
ment finally was passed, it provided that 
when the manufacturer or the party in in- 


terest requests it “it shall be the duty of 


the secretary of agriculture to appoint a 
board of disinterested experts, which board 


shall consist of five members, one of whom 


shall be an expert toxicologist, one an ex- 
pert physiological ohemist, one an expert 
pathologist, and one pharmacologist, which 
board shall meet at the city of Washington, 


D. C., or elsewhere at the call of the secre~- 


tary of agriculture, and pass upon such ques- 
tions, after proper notice and hearing grant- 
ed to the person making such request. The 


compensation of the members of such board 


shall be fixed by the secretary of agricult- 
ure.“ 
Makes an Intolerable Situation. 
It is easy to see from this language that 


| after the secretary of agriculture had once 


constituted a board of this kind, which it 
became his duty to do, it would have abso- 
lute authority to make decisions without 
any appeal to the head of the Gepartment

281 GUILTY OF HAZING 
AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


House Committee Reports That Trials 
Must Stop or School Will Be in Seri- 


ous Danger . 


‘Washington, N. C., March 18.—[Special. }— 
Hazing at the naval academy has been so 
extensive that 281 members of the three upper 
classes are liable to expulsion. 

This fact was reported to the house com- 
mittee on naval affairs today by the sub- 
committee which has been making an investi- 
gation. 

The subcomeittee says it would be too 

serious a matter to try these 281 midshipmen, 
as Goubtless they would be proven gulity, 
and, once convicted, the president would have 
no other alternative but to expel them. 


Trials for Hazing Dropped. 

The result would be a great and unneces- 
sary lose to the government. The naval 
academy authorities, therefore, have been 
compelled by the logic of the situation to 
drop trials for hazing. 

The committee says plainly the present law 
expelling a midshipman convicted of hazing 
ig vicious and should be changed for one 
permitting graduated punishments. 

Rear Admiral Brownson is censured in the 
report for exacting a pledge from — 
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men not to engage in hazing and for allow- 
ing the boys to think the pledge Was per- 
sonal to him and did not hold after Rear 
Admiral Sands became superintendent at 
‘Lieut. C. P. Snyder is also 
censured mildly for having countenanced 


hazing. 
Three Forms of Hazing. 

The investigation of the committee shows 
there are three forms of hazing at Annapolis 
—physical hazing, running, and fagging. 
They are defined at length in the report. 

The physical hazing consists of fighting, 
compelling midshipmen to stand on their 
heads, and other much disoussed means of 
punishment, 

Fagging is the forcing of under classmen 
to do menial service for upper class men, 
such as blacking shoes and serving meals. 

Running is the forcing of under classmen 
to do ridiculous feats. One of the most popu- 
lar performances under this classification 
was giving an exact Imitation of sunrise on 
the farm, which consisted of imitating roos- 
ters and other domestic fowl.

THE ASSETS OF THE COMPANIES. 
Mayor Dunne says the only assets left to 
the traction companies are their tangible 
property-—tracks and equipment—and some 
expiring franchises in fragments of streets. 


They have another asset which can be made 


of great value to the city if the companies 
are permitted to utilise it. That is their 
thorough knowledge of the street car busi- 
ness. The municipality has no such know!l- 
edge and would be unable to carry on the 
business successfully because of the political 
influences which beset and control the local 
government. 

Mr. Dalrymple says in his report that it is 
essential to the proper management of a 
municipal street railway that the general 
manager should be a man of experience. He 
should have absolutely no connection with 
politics. He should be entirely independent 
of all changes in the city government and 
have complete control of the whole staff. 
He should be given permanency of tenure 
by an agreement covering a period of years, 
as without such a provision the best man 
cannot be secured. But municipal admin- 
istration in Chicago is so rotten with politics 
of the basest kind that street car systems 
ean be managed with efficiency and economy 
only by the individuals who have spent their 
lives in the business and understand it thor- 
oughly. 

There is another point to be considered. 
What the people of Chicago need most of all 
is improved traction service. That cannot 
be bed without a reconstruction of the main 
lines. That reconstruction will cost $20,- 
000,000 or $30,000,000. If the city were to 
take over the properties of the traction com- 
panies it would have to spend that much 
money in order to give the community decent 
service. It is notorious that the city pays 
more for poor work than a private corpora- 
tion pays for good work. The traction com- 
panies could reconstruct their systems in a 
first class manner for much less than an 
inferior job would cost the city. Since the 
rehabilitation of the lines is essential, the 
community should utilize the knowledge and 
self-interest of the traction companies for 
the purpose. : 

Violence will have to be done to the lan- 
guage of the Mueller law to find in it au- 
thority for the city to reconstruct street car 
lines if it should buy any. The law con- 
templates the construction of new roads, or 
the purchase of old ones. It does not au- 
thorize the expenditure which would be re- 
quired for the construction of an under- 
ground trolley to replace the cable system on 
a purchased line. As the case stands, if the 
city were to buy out the traction companies 


today it would not have the means of Im- 


proving the service. The change of own- 
ership would be for the people merely out of 
the frying pan into the fire. They would be 
worse off under the new dispensation than 
the old one, for the lines would be managed 
by politicians instead of street car men. 

It is apparent to the traction companies 
that it depends entirely upon the city 
whether they shall continue to do business 
here. If they are not willing to pay the 
price which the city may demand for that 
concession nothing will remain to them but 
to get the largest sum they can for their 
properties, leave the streets of Chicago, and 
spend the remaigder of their corporate lives 
in inactivity. 

If the companies, which are now ina meek 
and lowly frame of mind, are ready to accept 
with pleasure'the legitimate requirements of 
the city—scorned by them in the past—it 
would be folly for the municipality to refuse 
to make a bargain with them. It needs for 
the good of its people the constructive and 
operative ability the companies possess. 
They will make excellent servants of the 
public now.that the Supreme court has 
tamed them. If the city were to refuse to 
make use of the most valuable asset of the 
traction companies and municipalize the 
street car lines there would be an end to all 
hopes of decent service for the public. Poli- 
ticlans would run the roads and personal 
injury claimants absorb a large part of their 
earnings. 


THE POWERS CASE. 


The Supreme court of the United States 
has decided that the case of the state of 
Kentucky against Caleb Powers cannot 
be removed to the federal courts in the 
manner in which it was sought to be 
done. In making this decision on purely 
legal grounds, Justice Harlan, himself a 
_ Kentuckian, has not refrained from ex- 
pressing the opinion of the court upon the 
nature of the proceedings in the Kentucky 
court. All of the justices concur with 
him in saying: 

It is true that, looking alone at the case, as made 
dy the petition for removal, the trials of the ac- 
cused make an exhibition of misconduct on the 
part of administrative officers connected with those 
trials which may well shock all who love justice 
and recognize the right of every human being ac- 
cused of crime to be tried according to law. 

Rarely, if ever, has the Supreme court 
condemned in such unsparing terms the 
actions of the officials of a state. By the 
use of the words administrative officers ” 
the question is left open whether the judi- 
Ciary of the state is also held guilty of 
connivance at the attempt to prevent jus- 
tice. It is not said that the judges could 
have prevented the packing of the jury; 
it certainly is not said that the judges 
made any endeavor to prevent it. 

The Powers case is one in which the 
evidence is conflicting and in which party 
prejudices in favor of one or another view 
of the truth are strong. There was all 
the more reason why the officials’ in 
charge of the selection of the jury should 
have tried to get one that should be im- 
partial. Instead of that these officers had 
it in mind, according to the decision of 
the Supreme. court, to “ exclude from the 
jury, so far as it was possible to do so, 
every person, however competent, who 
belonged to the same political party as the 
accu 

It aurely must have been possible to 
find in Kentncky, even in the heat of 
a state of excitement approaching civil 
war, twelve unprejudiced men drawn from 
different parties indiscriminately. The 
verdict might or might not have been the 
same, but it would have been received 
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and equally enceuraged. There can be little | 0h

The government already has forced the 
oil, the anthracite, the steel, the sugar, 
and other trusts to give it much self-in- 
criminating testimony. it will now be 
able to use in court this testimony and 
all it may get hereafter iu the same way. 
Corporation officials can be forced to testi-

The late duke de Choiseul was a rather 
gloomy man, and it is no exaggeration to 
assert that his entire life was overshadowed 
by the appalling tragedy which robbed him 
of his mother when he was 13 years of age. 
His mother, a daughter of the French Field 
Marshal Sebastiani, was hacked to death 
by a sword which had belonged to her hus- 
band, and it was the latter, Duke Theobald 
de Cholseul-Praslin, who was arrested and 
charged with her murder, the motive for 
which was asserted to be his desire to wed 
his children’s beautiful governess. The lat- 
ter, with her reputation absolutely cleared 
of any voluntary connection with the crime 
or even of ever having encouraged the at- 
tentions of her employer, came to this coun- 
try immediately afterwarde, married a dis- 
‘tinguished divine in New York City, one of 
a trio of brothers celebrated in the national 
affairs of the United States—namely: the 
Rev. Dr. Henry Field, and now sleeps her 
last sleep in Woodlawn cemetery. 

Before the duke could be brought to trial 
for the murder of his wife before a tribunal 
composed of the chamber of peers, before, 
indeed, he had made any avowal of his crime, 
it was suddenly announced that he had 
done justice to himself,” as they say in 
France—namely: that he committed suicide 
by means of arsenical poisoning, in defer- 
ence, it was said, to the entreaties of Wis 
kinsmen and of his fellow peers, who de- 
sought him thus to preserve both his name 
and his caste from the disgrace that would 
fall upon both one and the other were he 
to die the death of a felon at the hand of 
the public executioner. Some skepticism 
Was expressed at the time as to whether 
the story of the duke’s suicide was really 
true, but the revolution of 1848, which drove 
King Louis Philippe from the throne, fol- 
lowed shortly afterwards, and ‘people for- 
got all about the matter. 


—— 


Nearly five and twenty years ago—it was 
in 1879 or 1880—I happened to visit Faucon- 
beau, in the neighborhood of Limoges, one 
of those institutions which, like Montres- 
son and Montray, are devoted to the discip- 
lining of young people under age who are 
intractable to the authority of parents and 
guardians, many children of rich parents, 
among others the son of the celebrated 
French millionaire novelist and playwright, 
Ohnet, having thus been committed to one 
ot the reformatories of the well to do. 

While going over Fauconbeau my interest 
was excited by the appearance of an old man 
who wore the garb of a monk, had a snow 
white beard descending to the rope that 
served to gird his waist, and who bore traces 
of having been a handsome and stately per- 
sonage. Both the monk, who seemed so 
sad and so silent, and the head of the Insti- 
tution, who told me what he asserted to be 
his story, are now dead. And I can, there- 
fore, consider myself released from the 
pledge of secrecy to which I was bound by the 
chief of the establishment. If his story was 
to be believed the old monk wes no other than 
the late Duke Theobald de Choiseul- Praslin. 
who, after his alleged. suicide and mock 
burial, had been confined for a time in a 
private lunatic asylum—he was undoubted- 
ly insane at the time of the duchess’ mur- 
der—and after that was permitted to take 
up his residence at Fauconbeau, on condi- 
tion that he never left its precincts and 
never revealed his identity. 


DISPLEASED BY A NEWS STAND. 

Chicago, March 12.—[Editor cf The Trib- 
une. ]—I saw a paragraph in one of the papers 
the other day to the effect that a young 
woman who kept a news stand in the ro- 
tunda of the new postoffice had assaulted a 
man whose conduct she considered offen- 
sive. According to the report she left her 
stand, went into another room, returned 
with the leg of a broken chair, and sudden- 
ly attacked and knocked down the man who, 
perhaps under the influence of liquor, had ad- 
dressed her. Why she did not go for a police 
man or watchman instead of taking the law 
into her own hands, considering that she 
was in ho perronal danger, does not appear. 
The feature of the case which is most prom- 
inent is the fact that news stande exist in 
the federal billding and form a gathering 
place for loafers. 

The new poetoffice Is a disappointment in 
many ways. The convenience and the ef- 
fect of the passageways on the ground floor 
are injured by the necessary closing of the 
Jackson street entrance The effect is in- 
jured still more by the unnecessary intrusion 
of the stands for the sale of cigars, fruit, and 
cheap souvenirs. It makes. no difference 
who is the holder of the concession, whether 
it ig some poor widow, some clever politician, 
or merely another of the numerous friends 
from the country who have been supplying 
Chicago with so many of its federal office 
holders, there is no public need which could 
excuse the defacing of the bullding by these 
stands. The holders of eimilar special priy- 
fleges in the city hall were long ago cleaned 
out of that building as a matter of civic 
decency, although their presence there was 
not as inharmonious as in the beautiful new 
postoffice. 

Tt cannot be claimed that the dhiptoyts 
of the postoffice need an opportunity to pur 
chase tobacco or get tips on the races dur- 
ing business hours.

The Belasco trademark has stood in the 
past for excellent production and careful 
presentation, but this year’s experience with 
“The Darling of the Gods,” The Heart of 
Maryland,“ and now wich Sweet Kitty Bel- 
lalrs, has caused faith in Mr, Belasco’s 
unswerving devotion to high ideals to be 
shaken somewhat.

fore. If Mr. Belasco cannot give us his best, 
then for the sake of his own reputation and 
his own profit he should be wise and keep 
his second season companies away from 
Chicago.

“Reaping as We Have Sown. 
* While, however, we are only reaping as 


we have sown, it behooves to be up and doing. 


The effect upon the world of these revela- 
tions must be as deep and profound as our 
own trial hea been serious, our shame open, 
“barefaced; trmpossible to be hid. For a time, 
thé ideals of our three centuries of life have 


been shattered, and our people feel that they 
have come far short of their early promise. 
But why should the knowledge that a few 


thieves in high places 
dishearten us? Suppos 
gone on for another de 
been better or happier to have realized, at 
its end, that we had been living all those 
years over an ever widening, ever deepening 
sewer of ever increasing foulness? . 

All these things are ertainly nothing 
worse has leaped to light in any country 
within a century; but it is not too late to 
retrace our steps, to assert anew, and with 
added effect:veness, the strong points of our 
national character; and to appeal to the in- 
herent good, the almost unerring impulse to 
do right. There are, perhaps, fewer thieves 
now, in proportion to population, than those 
who preyed upon our society fifty years ago, 
and, though more dangerous, because found 
in high places, we must confess that, on the 
other hand, it is easier than ever before to 
find, expose, and punish them. 

Besides, we must bear in mind that many 
of the revelations are not revelations at all. 
A half dozen great offenders in the insurance 
companies have bred suspicion of every man 
in the same business, a result not at ail 
justified, because, for the most part, the men 


engaged in it, as in all other callings, are 


honest and high minded. If some railroad 
officials have been caught in the act of giving 
rebates, or are guilty of other <dffenses 
against the law, there has probably never 
been a business of such magnitude, in which 
more men, honest as well as efficient, have 
been engaged. And so it is all along the line 
of our industrial life. 


— 
Must Meet Issue Fearlessly. 

Now, how are we to meet this crisis? 
Shall we hesitate to punish because our crim- 
inals wear broadcloth Instead of the fustian 
or the rags in which some were once clad? 
It lies entirely beyond my ‘province to in- 
struct or to advise individual executive offi- 
cers: or public prosecutors, but there is no 
easy, royal road in the punishment of crim- 
mals, any more than in anything else. The 
way to convict is to convict. There are to- 
day within the state of New York a few 
men who, involved in insurance frauds, have 
themselves furnished evidence, fairly cor- 
roborated on the witness stand. of their own 
venality. 

“After a long judicial experience, and some 
study of this question, I say to you, here 
and now, that I do not believe it would be 
possible in that great metropolitan city to 
draw a grand jury which would not indict 
for at least two, and perhaps three, of the 
most serious crimes known to the law. Still 
further, it would not be possible, by any 
change of venue, for any one of the men 30 
indicted, if fairly proven guilty, to escape 
conviction before a trial jury in any one of 
the other sixty counties of the great state 
of New York.
